Statistics caf be used to prove almost anything but it is 
difficult to argue against some figures released recently 
from the University of Guelph, that bastion of good farming. 

Wages in Ontario have jumped between eight and10times 
in 30 years. I don’t mean just a few raises in 30 years but 

/ wages have doubled, tripled, quadrupled and quintupled. 
And then some. When I started working for a living after 
the war, I got paid $25 a week. Many old-timers can remem- 
ber working for $7 or $8 or $10 a week during the Dirty Thir- 
ties 


Who, in his right mind, would want to go back to those 
paydays? 


Who would accept the same pay today that he got 30 or 


in the farm economy have returns any more than 
tripled in 30 years. In fact, in most areas, the reverse is true. 
Let me give you some f'r instances. | 
A potato farmer got $1.43 for a 75-pound bag in 1942. In 
1967 — more than 20 years later — he got $1.46 for the same 
potatoes 


of ; 
“ average price paid for choice slaughter steers in 1952 
was $25.15 a hundredweight. A year later, it had dropped 
to $20.25. In 1954, it dropped to $19.25. By 1956 it had dropped 
to $18.30 and prices fell again in 1963, 1964 and 1968. 

Hog producers, too, have been subject to the same in- 
security and uncertainty. Depression years for hog farm- 
ers have been 1950, 1952, 1955, 1959, 1960, 1963, 1964, 1967, 
1970 and 1971. And you thought the depression ended in 1940, 
didn't you? 


Farmers survive by ada pting 


In 1949, a hog farmer in Ontario received $30.80 a hundred- 
weight for dressed hogs. That's 25 years ago. As recently 
as 1971, the hog farmer was receiving — hold your breath 
now, momma — only $25.80 a hundredweight. 

Difficult to believe, isn't it? 

Is it any wonder that farmers keep crying about the low 
food price policy that haS* them for decades? Is it 


' any wonder they are finally getting.militant in their de- 


mands? Can you even question the need for higher prices at 
the farm gate? 

All this time when prices were disastrously low, farm 
hg costs increased which simply compounds the prob- 


I bought 100 pounds of rolled oats for our horses last week. 
It cost $6.90! A few short years ago, I paid $3.25 a hundred. 
That's more than a 100 per cent increase in feed costs in 
five years, 

Farmers are faced with this problem every day. 

How do they do it? How can they possibly remain in busi- 
hess getting the same return that they got 20 years ago and 
forced to pay much more to produce the goods? 

Well, a great deal of the cdst has been absorbed by better 
technology, better production through the use of bigger and 
better machinery, herbicides, pesticides and weedicides. 
And the next time some organic farming freak suggests that 
all chemicals should be banned in farming, ask him if he 
wants to pay $4 for one apple. Or $3 a loaf for bread. Or $9.80 
a pound for hamburger. 


_In short, farmers have been able to remain in business 
Simply because they have adapted to technology to a far 
greater degree than most other sectors of the economy and 
don't you forget it. 

The next time you hear some clot on a busy city street 
call farmers a bunch of doughheads, tell him he needs to 
get his head read.

Provincial funding for a major program 
of home repairs and rehabilitation was 
announced September 19 as part'of the 
Ontario Ministry of Housing's program to 
ensure adequate housing for all citizens of 
Ontario. 

The new program, called Ontario Home 


Renewal Program, makes findings avail- 


able to every municipality in Ontario, and 
is specifically aimed at low ‘and 
moderate-income families. 

The funds, .available to minicipalities 
which have or will adopt a minimum 
standard of housing and occupancy, 
provides loans up to $7,500. to homeowners 
“ho wish to bring their principal 
residence up to these standards. 

The program extends considerably the 
opportunity for home renewal where — 
previously funds were only available in 
designated areas under the federal-prov- 
incial Neighborhood Improvement .Pro- 
gram and the tederal residential 
Rehabilitation Assistance Program. All 
municipalities meeting the by-law requir- 


_ements are eligible for OHRP funds - 
“where no orgnaized local government 


exists. the Ministry of Housing will 
administer the program: 

OHRP funds are aimed directly at the 
needs of homeowners with @ maximum 
annual income of $12,500. annually. A 
portion of the loan is “‘forgiveable’’, that 
is, not paid back after a pre-determined 
veriod of continuous accupancy in the 
epaired home. : 

Interest rates on the portion of the loan 
o be paid back are geared to the 

wrmeowner's income, and range from no 
interestat all to a maximum of eight per 
cent per year. 

The OHRP program is administered 
directly by the participating municipality 
which, once it has been granted funds, 
handles applications, inspection, terms 
und amount of the loan, and repayment. 

OHRP is designed to provide loans for 
essential housing repairs, such as 
structural and Sanitary improvements 
und the upgrading of plumbing, heating, 
and electrical systems. Non-esstential 
‘epaits, or Work such as additions to a 
nome, a second bathroom or garage, or 
‘eyond-mininum-standards work is not 
eligible for loans. = 

All work done must be designed to bring 
‘he home up to the minimum standards set 
by the municipality. These standards 

must be approved by the saya ta 
Housing. 

In announcing details of the new 
program in an address to a Municipal 
Housing Workshop in London, on. Sept- 
ember 19, the Hon. Donald R. Irvine, 
Acting Minister, said new housing alone 
cannot meet the needs of all Ontario's 
Residents, and it is a false economy to 
adopt th wholesale: destruction of older 
neighborhoods to accommodate new 
buildings 

“We concluded there are areas which 
are just as much in need of government 
aid in the renewal of their homes as those 
covered by the NIP and RRAP opera- 
tiond,”’ Mr. Irvine said. “We decided to 
move beyond the confines of these two. 
programs and introduce OHRP.” 

Mr. Irvine said the provincial govern- 
ment has set aside $10 million for the 
operation of OHRP in fiscal 1974-75, and it 
has set target figures of over 3,700 units of 
older housing to be benefically affected by 
the renewal programs. It is expected the 
the next two years. 

“Ontario has approximately 2.5 million 
residential dwellings and at any time 
about five per cent of 100,000 of these 


#& homes are in need of structural repair,”

The branch also will work with 


‘municipalities wishing to institute the 


required minimum standards of mainten- 
ance and occupancy by-law or building 
maintenance and health, safety and 
sanitary standards. 


The Community Renewal Branch is also 
operating seminars and workshop train- 
ing sessions for municipal employees 
whose role _ as building inspectors will 
take on greater importance under the 
OHRP program. 


Full details of the program will be 


available to interested homeowners within 
a few days from the municipal clerk or 
building inspector’s department in par- 
ticipating municipalities. 

For homeowners in unorganized munic- 
ipalities, this information can be obtained 
from the Community Renewal Branch, 
Ministry of Housing, B01 Bay Street, 
Toronto, 

Part two of this series will outline the 


! specific steps a homeowner should take to 


apply for an OHRP loan, and will provide 
typical examples of cases in which the 
program can be applied. 


This 100,000 figure is roughly equal to an 
average full year’s production of new 
housing in Ontario. Without a program to 
maintain these houses Ontario would be 
in danger of losing aS many units of 


annually, the Minister said. 

Much of this older housing sink was 
built at a time when materials and labor 
costs were substantially lower, and the 
OHRP program is designed to ensure this 
housing is kept in good repair and will 
provide many more years of use. 

Actual processing of municipal requests 
to take advantage of the OHRP program 
are to be handled by the Community 
Rerfewal Branch of the Ministry.

That 
fight lasted 41 minutes and the one that 
followed went 50 minutes. Some last much

Terrier Club of Canada, said he hopes

“All our members across Canada are 
doing the best they can not to sell a dog to 
anyone who might use it as a fighting 
dog,’’ Wettlaufer said. “‘Some of our 
members have been approached on the 
street while walking their dogs and 
offered large sums of money for their 
terriers.” 

English bull terriers sell for between $150 
and $350. Most American pit bull dogs sell 
for only $75, bul according to Wettlaufer, 
most people don't distinguish between the 
four breeds of terriers and cases of 
dognapping are increasing. 

“All terrier breeds have spirit,"’ he said, 
“but they don’t all fight. If someone gets 
their hands on an English bull terrier and 
throws him into the pit, he'll just be 
maimed or killed. In my opinion, the 
people who are training fighting dogs are 
not much better than the dogs them- 


- wouldn't divulge it.” 


Tom Hughes, executive vice-president of 
the society, said that Shulman's exposure 
of dog fights in Ontario was ‘amateurish 
and naive."

Use those pumpkins

The middle of October already and the 
frost is on the. pumpkins. Wherever did the 
summer go? Time now to turn on the oven, 
and bake all the good thing’ it was just too 
hot to bake in the summer.

No cooking 
column for October is complete without at 
least one pumpkin recipe, and if you are 
using -your own pumpkins, do save the 
seeds and toast them. 


Peanut Butter Bread. 


2 cups flour 

‘4 cup white sugar 

1 tsp salt 

4 tsp baking powder 
2/3 cup peanut butter 
1 cup milk

Combine all ingredients well, press into 

greased loaf pan. Bake at 350 degrees, tor 

about 45-55 minutes. Test to see if it’s done 

with a toothpick. Cool, wrap in waxed 

paper and store overnight or several hours 
for easier cutting.

Queen’s Park 


30 buildings 
may collapse

More than 30 public buildings in Ontario 
are thought to be in danger of collapse 
following the discovery of faulty laminated 
beams used in their construction. 


The buildings include schools, churches, 
arenas and ski lodges. A number of 
industrial buildings and cottages are also 
effected. 


Owners were warned that the faulty 
laminated beams are apparently coming 
apart in high or fluctuating humidity. 
The Ontario Ministry of Consumer 
Relations named now-defunct Glulam 
Products Ltd. of B.C. as the manufact- 
‘urers. Products bought from the company 
between 1967 and 1971 could ‘now be 
deteriorating, they said. 

But the ministry now faces problems in 
locating the beams. Harold Yoneyama, 
executive director of the technical 
standards division, said there was no way 
of spotting a Glulam beam by looking at it. 
He said he would have to go to B.C. to find 
records of the purchasers. 

Yoneyama added that in bad cases, 
owners would be advised to leave the 
building. ‘“‘We may have to get the 
municipalities to condemn them if the 
owners won't take action,”’ he said. ‘‘If one 
comes down, God help us." 


The beams were built by using a 


quick-dry method not employed by any 


other manufacturer in Canada. The 
ministry, which was told of the problem 
two years ago; said there was no danger of 
other makes of laminated beams deterior- . 
ating. 

In a later and more rational interview, a 
representative of the provincial consumer 
relations department said the department 
wasn't trying to scare the public when it 
announced faulty glue in wooden beams 
and columns in at least 30 Ontario 
buildings. 

Those buildings have probably all been 
repaired in the two years since owners and 
their insurers were warned of the problem, 
Russ Cooper, department spokesman, 
said. 

Cooper said that if the buildings were still 
dangerous, the public wouldn't have been 
told about it. People were told now in case 
they know of more buildings containing the: 
faulty Glulam Products Ltd. glue. 

If you do -know of any, tell the 
government. They would like to know 
before humidity loosens the glue some 
more and-your ceiling falls in. Only 
buildings built between 1967 and 1971 
could -be affected. 

A resort operator in Collingwood feels the 
whole Blue Mountain area was ‘‘smeared”’ 
by the government, which mentioned the 
area as one with faulty buildings - without 
specifying which ones. 

“They make people nervous about every 
resort and lodge up here,"’ said one motel 
owner. ‘And motels - motels don’t even 
have laminated beams. The government 
has put everyone under a cloud.”’

I hope everyone who feels the need to 
wear fur will, before purchasing a coat, 
first demand proof that the fur of the coat is 
either synthetic or, at the very worst, the 
fur is obtained from ranch animals.

If you could significantly reduce 
your risk of heart disease and lung 
cancer, increase your lifespan by 
several years, guarantee greatly 
improved respiratory and general 
health, and save hundreds, maybe © 
thousands, of dollars into the bar- 

_ gain — you would, right? 

Well, cigarette smokers have pre- 
cisely that opportunity, but prefer 
to pass it up, puffing blithely on. 
Their addiction has been described 
by one Hamilton physician special- 
izing im preventive medicine as 
“legalized suicide.” 

For despite the curtailment of 
cigarette advertising and warnings 
on cigarette packets, and research 
findings that smoking is associated 
with a variety of serious health 
problems, almost half the Cana- 
dian population over the age of 15 

*” continues to smoke. 


But beneath all the shrill rhetoric 
about selling cigarettes in separate, 
liquor-type stores only, or charging 
three dollars a pack for them, 
there's evidence that some progress 
— albeit rather slow — is being 
made towards persuading people to 
quit. 


Statistics Canada reports that in 
1972, thejlatest year for which fig- 
ures are available, non-smokers 
made up 53.6 per cent of the popu- 
lation over 15 years of age. The 
figure for 1965 was $0.2. 


‘The decline in the number of 
physicians who use cigareties is 
rather more telling: only about 30 
per cent of MDs still smoke 


Most smokers who can't — or 
won't —- quit the habit rationalize 
that “you've gotta go somehow,” or 
they persuade themselves that using 
elaborate filtering devices or switch-

ing to brands lower in tar and.nico- 
tine will make their habit safe. 

But no matter how you look at 
it, inhaling smoke into the lungs 
regularly is harmful. Most smokers 
recognize this and would like to stop 
doing it. Knowledge of the dangers 
doesn’t seem to be a powerful 
enough force to eliminate cigarette 
smoking entirely — or to reduce it 
dramatically. 

What's needed is motivation, and 
health educators are recognizing 
more and more that personal moti- 
vation isn’t necessarily based on 
fear (“each cigarette smoked will 
take seven minutes off your life”), 
or statistics (which engender only an 
“it can't happen to me” response), 
but on the individual smoker. Rea- 
sons for smoking — and continuing 
to smoke in spite of the solid evi- 
dence of its harmfulness — vary 
from person to person. So persuad- 
ing people to quit is also a personal 


matter. / 

A pamphlet recently published by 
the Ontario Ministry of Health says 
that quitting is a mind game played 
by smokers and won by quitters.

homage. I'll bet the old guy 
is doubled up in his grave, 
laughing. 

It was all so Canadian, in 
its approach to writing, that 
it would be funny, if it 
werent a little sad. Can- 
adians are builders. They'll 
spend billions on railroads 
and transcontinental high- 
ways and canals and dams. 
But when it comes to 
culture, the approach is 
alWays a two-bit one. 

A few dedicated souls 
formed the Leacock Society. 
They had no money. But 
every year, they'd persuade 
a few people to act as 
judges, and these idiots 
would pick out the funniest 
book published in Canada 
that year. I know. I was 
one of those idiots for about 
four years, which gave me 
some insight into Canadian 
humour. Most of the books 
submitted were about as 
funny as a broken leg. 

Let's say you are Eric 
Nicol of Vancouver (a very 
funny writer, by the way). 
This would be about 15 
years ago. You are informed

and Week to Vancouver. 

Today of course, it's 
different. The dinner price 
has gone up from $2.50 to 
$7.50 and the drinks from 
45¢ to whatever. I believe 
that at long last, some 
brewer has actually put up 
$1,000 to go with the Medal. 
Big deal. 

So much for that. I 
digress. During the long, 
painful aridity of the ‘20s, 
‘30s and ‘40s, the names of 
Canadian writers were not 
exactly household words. 

A few writers toiled on in 
the Canadian desert. Morley 
Callaghan, a fine writer with 
an international reputation, 
plugged away. When he 
produced a new novel, it 
would be avidly snatched up 
by as many as six. or seven 
hundred of his fellow 
countrymen. To make a 
living, he had to do hack 
work in journalism, radio, 
and later TV. 

Ironically, Callaghan, at 
about the age of 70, was 
given two whopping great 
cash prizes by a brewer and 
a bank for his contribution 
to Canadian literature: He 
was also awarded a Canada 
Medal or something like 
that, which he refused, in 
disgust. And good for him. 

Then, after the war came, 
not a spate, but at least a 
surge, of new writers, bold 
writers: Hugh Garner, 
Mordechai Richler, Pierre 
Berton, Farley Mowat. 
They knew they were good, 
and they demanded recog- 
nition. And money. 


One paragraph in the 
letter fascinates me. 
“Please indicate whether 
you would like a poet, prose 
writer, or playwright to visit 
your school. Choose one, 


‘two or all three separate 


tours.” 

Okay, chaps. Send us a 
poet, and I don’t want Ethel 
Kartoffeln of Hayfork 
Centre. Send a handsome 
guy with a smashing beard. 
And one blonde’ playwright 
with a large bosom. That'll 
keep the students of both 
sexes happy. As for a 
journalist, send along any 
old one. I'll handle him or 
her. In this field, you can 
scarcely distinguish be- 
tween the sexes, anyway. 

Say. At a second look, 
that whole tour looks pretty 
good, at $75 per diem and 
expenses. I'm a journalist, 
of sorts, if you want to 
stretch a point or three. 
Maybe I'll quit teaching and 
join the tour.

From the kitthen table in the lower level of our house, the 
tops of several maple trees are visible. For the past two 
weeks, those trees have become increasingly naked, like old- 
time strip tease artists. : 

, This morning, they were absolutely bare. Out the bedroom 
window in the hardwood bush that sprawls along the back of 
the lot, the trees are in the last stages of October finery. . 

This morning around seven o'clock, the first flurries of 
snow came clumsily through the sky, almost comical. float: 
ing and dipping, as if afraid to hit the ground. They seemed 
to know they wouldn't be around long because the hazy days 
of Indian summer would cause them to disappear. 

At the same time, they seem to send the message that they 
won't be timid in their approach for very long. In another 
six or eight weeks—perhaps less—they will have gained 
confidence and experience and will come, small and solid, 
slanting through grey November skies, sure of where they 
are going and the job they will do through the long, Canadian 
winter. 

But this morning, they were actually comical in their 
approach. In two hours, all the snow had melted. 

Across the family room is a long, narrow window facing 
the bushlot. Coming downstairs in the morning, that window 
could be a glorious painting across the wall. It is enough to 
make the viewer pause before the worries of the day begin 
and ‘thank God for His precious handiwork. 

The maples are glorious with colors ranging from dark 
brown to scarlet. The powerful burgundy of a few sumacs 

. dot the fringes of the bush. Here and there, the stark black- 
and-grey of dead elms provide a contrast to the fall spendor. 
They are victims of the dread Dutch elm disease which ruin- 
ed so many stately trees across Canada. 

There are a few poplars sprinkled in clumps and their 
feathery branches whisper secretly of the cold nights to 
come while the filmy yellow leaves dance in the early morn- 


now they’re bare 


Thanksgiving weekend, I spent a few hours hauling . 
manure by wheelbarrow from the barn to the garden. 
Aptly named by those who use one regularly as an agony 
wagon, the wheelbarrow had my arms and shoulders aching 
before the job was done. Manure was also spread around the 
trunks of the trees planted around the property during the 
seven years we have lived in the country. 

Horse manure, they tell me, makes good fertilizer for 
domestic gardens but it does cause more weeds because 
whien-horses graze, they eat almost anything that is green 
and weed seeds geright through them. | 

The fall is my Alicé Sfayprite time of year. We are not 
ardent outdoor fans—we gave tipeayummer camping years 
ago—but long walks in September and UCtwber are welcom- 
ed and our ancient old dog, Jake, cavorts like a puppy when 
his leash is dusted off and we go for a stroll. 

We don't really know how old he is but we think he is at 
least 15. If you believe that old wives’ tale about one year of 
a dog's life being equal to seven years for a human, then 
Jake is 105 years old. He is going blind. He has lost a tooth or 
two and he is almost deaf. At times, he has to haul his hind 
end around as though it weren't a part of him. But he, too, 
enjoys October walks when he can snuffle through the fallen 
leaves surreptitiously looking for places whereupon to pee. 

When I finished spreading, I came bustling in the back 
door proud to have that sickly-sweet smell of good manure 
on my hands. The old dog crawled to his feet to greet me 
and snuffled back to his rug. 

The days are clear and often warm but as soon as the sun 
goes down, the air chills quickly. In the morning, likely as 
not, the ground will be frost-covered and a mist will prevail. 
We used to call it ghost’s breath when we were kids and may- 
be the description is apt. ‘ 

It is the ghost of old man winter, coming to life again as 
the trees shed their leaves and nature prepares for a long 
snooze.

The most prestigious of Canadian fairs 


welcomes a princess this year. 


Princess Anne and her husband, Cap 
Mark Phillips, have accepted an invitation 
to come to Toronto to open the fair this 
year. 


The occasion marks the’second time the 
couple of have been in Canada this year, 
and their attendance at the 9 p.m. opening 
ceremonies Friday, Nov. 15, occurs just 
one day after their first wedding 
anniversary, 

“The Royal” lasts nine days, from the 
15th through to Saturday, Nov. 23. It is the 
world’s largest»indoor agricultural fair, 
sprawled over 27 acres of exhihition and 
competition area beneath the roof of the 
Coliseum, Exhibition Park, in the heart of 
Toronto. 

The country fair has been coming to town 
since 1922, with time off during the five

i‘ has taken less than‘half a century for 
the event to become one of the 
world’sgreatest agricultural galas. The 
animal contingent goes part of the way to 
explain why: fair buildings accommodate

hogs and 4,000 poultry 

The fair is said to have three purposes: to 
improve the quality and production 
efficiency of livestock and agricultural 
products; to foster export trade; to 
educate people by allowing them a view 
of the very best in agricultural achieve- 
ment. 

The Royal prides itself in carrying out 
these tasks without ignoring a fourth - that 
of entertaining people. For generations 
many Canadians and. Americans have 
come to the fair merely to have a look and 
a good time, and that’s just fine with 
Winter Fair organizers 
(ne of the most entertaining aspects of 
the fair is the Royal Horse Show, a major 
event of its Kind held almost every evening 
along with six matinees performances 
Top jumping teams trom Great Britain. 
France, the United States and Canada will 


compete this year. In addition, three 
riders from the European circuit will be 
invited to participate in individual events 


' A special addition to this year’s horse 


show will be a five minute dressage 
demonstration, set to music, held at every 
performance, \ 


Princess Anne, well-known for her 
equestrian expertise, will spend much of 
her time watching the horse shows after 
she opens the fair and inspects-the guard 
of honor on the first night. 


On Saturday, Nov. 16, she will be brought 
into the ring on a horse drawn vehicle, 
watch the show, then present prizes. The 
Princess will hand out prizes to winning 
equestrians again Sunday, then on 
Monday, her last day at the fair, she will 
make a tour of the entire fair during the 
morning. 


Other important people are to be guests 

of the Royal. Governor-General Jules 
Leger is scheduled to attend the horse 
show Tuesday, Nov. 19, while Ontario's 
Lieutenant-Governor McGibbon visits the 
fair Thursday, Nov. 21. 


The Royal is Canada’s pride, but proud 

too, to be international. Twenty-five 
countries besides Canada participate in 
the plant and animal competitions, and 
bidders from around the world compete 
for prize livestock held at 10 auctions 
during the course of the fair.

How does a homeowner with a 
run-down house take advantage of the 
Ontario Home Renewal Plan (OHRP‘( | 
which provides loans for repairs? The 
process is simple, since the owner deals | 
only with his local village office. 
or twp. offices. nS 

Details of the low-interest loan 
program for repairing below standard 
houses were announced last month and 
work like this: 

_ Applicants must own the houses they 
live Itt those homes must be below 
local housing standards. The owner- 
occupants must earfi $12,500 a year or 
less and the repairs needed must be for 
exterior or structural work or for fixing 
faulty plumbing, electrical or heating 
systems. It doesn’t cover such ‘“‘extras”’ 
as building garages or installing second 
bathrooms. - 

Interest on the loans is worked out on a 
sliding scale. Families with an income 
of $3,000 or less don’t pay any interest 
at all, and the largest interest is eight 
per cent for those earning between 
$8,001 and $12,500. The maximum loan 
is $7,500 with up to 20 years to repay. 

The entire loan need not be paid back; 
a ‘‘forgiveable”’ portion is: also calcul- 
ated on a sliding scale based on income 
and to ‘‘earn’’ it the owner must 
continue to live in the house for a 
specified number of years after the 
repair work has been completed. 

Local municipal offices have the 
details. The procedure works as 
follows: 

Once an owner-occupant feels he 
meets the above conditions, he talks to 
the people at his municipal office and 
fills out an application. An inspeetor 
will likely visit, advise on construction 
methods and review other details of the 
proposed repair work. 

The owner then gets quotations from 
contractors and submits them to the 
municipality. (The owner and his 
friends can do the work themselves and 
be paid for materials and labor, 
provided the result will be of profes- 
sional calibre and meet building 
standards. ) 

The municipal clerk meets with the 
homeowner, and if everything checks 
out, draws up the loan contract. This 
will include having assurance of the 
borrower's financial responsibility, 
arranging a lien on the house as 
collateral, , establishing the interest 
rate, terms of the forgiveable portion 
and the repayment schedule. (An 
existing mortgage on a house is not a 
barrier towards obtaining an OHRP 
loan, provided the added burden in 
payments can be afforded.) 

The work is then carried out by the 
contractors; as it progresses, the 
municipality carries out inspections to 
assure that it’s being done properly. 
The loan funds are paid out as phases of 
the work are completed. 

The loan, principal and interest, is 
then repaid to the municipality in 
instalments, usually monthly, as 
agreed in the loan contract. If the house 
is sold before the loan is fully repaid, 
the forgiveable amount is proportion- 

reduced. When sold, any amount 
ow the principal, interest and 
unear, rgiveable portion must be 
paid off i one lump sum

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October 31, Hallowe'en, the fun- 
feast which children enjoy more than 
any other, with the exception of 
Christmas. Yet our very distant 
ancestors, the Anglo-Saxons of the 
Bronze Age, called it the Feast of the 
Dead, and dedicated it to them by 
setting forth a special long table in 
their Great Halls, near the door, so 
that the Dead, who were believed to 
“be walking the Earth that night, might 
come in and feast upon the special 
food set out for them. The finest of 
silver dishes were uséd, loaded with 
the best of food and drink - the 
strongest of mead, the whitest of 
bread, the choicest of meats, 
thesweetest of honey. 

It was a very solemn, not gmirthful 


occasion as it is today, and the faces of 
living folk, gathered in the Great Hall 
were tense; and although games were 
played and minstrells sang their 
loudest;-and the younger folk bobbed 
for apples, even as some do today, all 
ears were attuned to the moaning 
voices of the Dead they seemed to 
hear in the bleak fall wind which 
whistled outside. 

That is why the Feast was celebrated 
in the fall, with the onset of winter 
very near, at a time which marked the 
end of the fruitful life which came to 


the earth in the spring and which’ 


flourished in the sun of summer. The 


forces of evil were believed to be. 


abroad at this time, and so arose all 
the superstitions of witches riding 
their broomsticks, ©f black cats 
stealthily prowling in the darkness. 


As we see it... 


Hallowe'en! | 


These beliefs were so strong, over 
many years before the dawn of 
history, that the Christian Church 
found it difficult to eradicate them. 
And so it adapted itself to them, 
changing them to Christian concepts 
and substituting Christian feast for the 
pagan ones. Thus the Feast of the 


/ Dead became ‘‘All Saints’ Eve’’ or 


Hallowe'en, which is followed on 
November 1 by All Saints’ Day. 

And the former dread Feast of the 
Dead eventually became .a time of 
frolic, which still remains some of the 
customs of that earlier feast. Children 
today dress up in weird costumes, 
which are actually an inheritance from 
the ‘‘mummers’’ who late, in 
mediaeval times, went from door to 
door collecting gifts to purchase an 
animal for sacrifice. And the lighter- 
hearted celebration of this feast still 
involves a choice of ancient spells, 
most of them having to do with hazel 
nuts and apples which were sacred in 
pagan rites of the druids. 

Despite these changes, Hallowe'en 
has probably retained more of its 
ancient character of mystery and 
fantasy than any other of our modern 
festivals.

This gov't promise 
doomedfromstart | 


TORONTO -- Last March we were told 
that the use of car seat belts would become 
mandatory. Now, after a casual question 
by a reporter, Transportation Minister 


“wellahn Rhodes says that the government is 


not g0ieg to follow through on_ that 
promise. \ 

The promise seemed doomed the ‘minute 
Premier Davis started talking about having 
such a law without a penalty. As a 
lawyer, he realizes laws and penalties must 
sleep together. 

One expects some research to be done 
before our governments start promising to 
do various things. What happened in this 
case? Did some backroom boy say: ‘‘Hey 
Bill, how about saying we're going to force 
people to wear seat belts? That oughta win 
us a lot of votes from the safety league 
people, parents and police.”’ 

This obviously is a case where the 
government changed its mind because of 
public reaction;-- and to be fair, because of 
the problems in enforcement that research 
showed. 

Too bad some research hadn't been done 
before the promise was made. 

Back-bench Conservative MPPs started 
complaining the minute the promise was 
aired. They said people back home were 
annoyed at this further intrusion of 
government into their lives. What about 
people being trapped by belts after an 
accident and being burned to death? What 
about drivers in delivery vehicles? 

That bit about being trapped and burned 
turned out to be a cruel red herring since 
research showed that seldom happened. 
But still the damage had been done. 

The mail to the ministry apparently split 
on the subject and polls indicated a 
majority of people opposed-the mandatory 
wearing, primarily because the people 
couldn't see how the law could be 
enforced. It was this difficulty that finally 


did in the proposed © legislation, 
Transportation officials and politicians 
also bought the arguments from police that 
you just can’t start pulling over a string of 
cars to check whether the drivers have 
their belts done up. Besides, by the time 
the constable gets to the cars side to check, 
the driver can have his belt hooked. Or the 
driver may have popped out and walked 
towards the investigating officer. 

Statistics were checked. Figures from 
Australia, the favorite example of people 
who favored mandatory belt laws, showed 
the death rate was increasing from the 
decline that appeared after its new 
compulsory law started. 

In the United States, $256 million had 
been spent over three years in federal, 
state and local education programs to 
buckle up or have a belt for the road. 
Authorities there told officials here they 
hadn't got much for their dollars. 

In Ontario, there currently is a decline, 
probably around 10 per cent, in provincial 
traffic deaths compared to last year. . So 
some/ of the public pressure that’ might 
have been present if there had been a sad 
epidemic of traffic deaths just doesn’t 
exist. 

There is no doubt many people, probably ‘ 
a majority, were upset about the thought of 
having to wear belts in a car’s front seat. 
There is also no doubt the law would be 
difficult to enforce. However, I suspect the 
reason the government reneged on its 
promise was governed just as much by the 
determination not to rile the electorate in 
the final months of its term. 

More people would wear seat belts if it 
were the law simply because most people 
obey most laws. But couldn't some 
prodding ingenuity have been applied as 
well, such as forcing people injured in 
accident where they obviously didnt wear 
belts to pay a small percentage of th 
medical costs.

Frank ‘Miller, Ontario’s health minister, 
has found something good about inflation. 
He says it could lead to better health and a 
longer life. 

He suggests that with every household 
discovering that rising food costs are 
straining, the budget, it would be an 

time ‘‘to choose meals that are 


“much healthier and considerably cheaper. 


The whole family will look better, feed 
better...and in all likelihood live a lot 
longer.”’ | 

You can tell that Miller is genuinely upset 
when he looks at the statistics which tell us 
that more than half our population is 


overweight. 


The health minister said that in a free 
society the public can't be compelled to 
change its ways. ‘‘But,’’ he said, ‘‘I think 
there’s hope I can make them see it doesn’t - 
make any sense at all to stick to ways that, 
if they continue unchanged, might mean 
that within 10 years the annual health care 
costs for a husband and wife and their two 
children would be something over $4,000 
for the family unit.’’ 


Miller said that nutrition and dietary 
services have already been discussed in 
considerable depth this year by the Ontario 
Council of Health and it is currently 
developing terms of reference for a task 
force to work in.that area. 


He said there is a need for our health care 

system ‘“‘to lean away from sickness- 
treatment to the direction of health 
maintenance, health-promotion, injury- 
avoidance and sickness-prevention."’ 
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Bad eating habits contribute to self- 
inflicted sicknesses, Miller said. They are 
habits which are learned in childhood, 
which get worse during the school years 
and stay deplorable bad for a lifetime. 


‘‘The importance that nutrition and 
dietetics have in almost every aspect of 
health care is becoming increasingly 
apparent -- particularly when its re- 


_ cognized that obesity has to be treated as a 


disease,’’ he said. ‘‘Obesity is probably

the biggest single contributor to heart 
disease.”’ 
The one weak point in Miller's talk was 
when he said ‘‘its hard to shout down the 
loud voice of multi-million dollar ad- 
vertising campaigns promoting the sale of 
convenience foods and snack foods -- let 
alone candy and soft drinks.’’ 

If that’s the case, why doesn’t the 
government simply ban all advertising of 
junk food =<

If they die, govt. won trep 


The Ontario government has circulated a 
top secret memo instructing department 
heads to reduce the size of the civil service 
by not filling vacancies. 

A source at mid-management level said 
that ‘‘if people retire or die, we just don’t 
replace them.”’ 

The memo goes beyond a government 
plan to freeze the public service at its 
present strength of about 69,000 people. 

The freeze decision was announced to the 
press by Eric Winkler, chairman of the 
management - board of the provincial 


’ cabinet. 


The senior official.of an Ontario ministry 
confirmed the attrition policy and.caid he 
was concerned that some essential jobs 
weren't being properl staffed. 

Winkler was not available for comment 
but his executive assistant, Doris Aldridge, 
said she didnt know ‘‘where they would get 


_that idea.”’ 


She said some ministries might have 
internal reasons for not filling a post left 
vacant by death or retirement but it would 
not hurt the level of service. 


‘‘We will maintain the same level of 
service and if that means filling a post left 
vacant -- it will be filled,’’ she said. 

Miss Aldridge said the freeze on number 
of civil servants was started April 1 and it 
will be maintained until the same date next 
year.

“*Next to Watergate, the sins of the Davis 
government may be pale. 

‘But next to what should be the people’s 
expectations of how their government and 
the people they elect to govern them 
should preform, we have, to put it mildly, 
reason to blush.”’ 

Mrs. Sylvia Sutherland, Eastern Ontario 
Director of the Liberal Party of Canada, 
made the remarks in addressing.a meeting 
of Hastings and Peterborough area 
Liberals at a meeting in Madoc last week.

“American beef producers are shooting calves in protest 


of low prices paid to producers. 


The action has sickening overtones. 

Canadian farmers. hopefully. won't resort to such. dis- 
tressing tactics. Which is not to say that farmers have no 
right to protest. They have. The investigation into the beef 
industry. said to be inevitable last week. will certainly see 
Canadian farmers come up smelling like roses. 


Steer calves that sold on the Edmonton market for 56 cents 
a pound a year ago are now selling for about 29.5 cents a 
pound. I am inept as a mathematician but even I can figure 
out that anyone getting less than half of what he got last year 
for his product is in financial trouble. 


In Toronto. steer calf prices have slipped to 37 cents a 
pound from 59 cents a year ago. 

Beef producers traditionally have been wary of market- 
ing boards. They have constantly protested that they do not 
need one. 


This fierce independence has, on occasion. caused them 
grief. Eugene Whelan. the federal agricultural minister. 
makes no bones about his philosophy when it comes to mar- 


_ keting boards. For this reason, many beef men are running 


a little scared about any type of federal investigation of 
the beef industry. 


Whelan, some of them feel, has built-in prejudices. He 
favors marketing boards. not just provincial boards but 
federal boards. 


Charles Gracey, manager of the Canadian Cattlemen's 
Association. an organization which embraces all beef pro- 
ducers in Canada. says his organization would welcome an 
investigation. : 

“Not because an investigation would come up with any- 
thing but because the marketing system would not be the 
culprit,” he maintains. ‘A lot.of people right now are clutch- 
ing at straws. blaming the marketing system per se. For 
this reason. any investigation must be objective.”

He thinks that some of the Western Canadian beefmen 
want to turn the investigation into the first step to create 
marketing boards across Canada. 


Because there are problems iin the industry. something 
must be’'Gone.and most beefmen will agree that changes are 
needed. But just what those changes should be remains a 
big question. ~ tna 


If prices being paid to farmers have drdpped 50 per cent 
in one year, can you blame beef producers for starting to 
liquidate their breeding herds? With so many cows coming 
to market, the price cannot go anywhere else but down. 


Government programs to induce ranchers to maintain 
herd sizes through a cash advance system. introduced re- 
cently in the three Prairie Provinces, do not seem to help. 
It takes time and money to build up cow-calf operation and 
a one-year cash advance program is the same as using a 
band-aid to close up major surgery. 


Although some governments have expressed consider- 
able concern over problems in the beef industry, their near- 
sighted actions haven't given beefmen much of an incen- 
tive. : 


And | can hear the democrats, the capitalists, the multi- 
nationalists saving the industry should be allowed to fold. 


“If they cannot support themselves on an open market, 
let them go under.” they say. 


But those same people will be crying mightily when all 
farmers in Ontario. go to cash crop farming. Which. is when 
Canada will be left without a beef industry and consumers 
will have to pay $10 a pound for beef. 


Ontario's sugar beet industry was allowed to founder and 
die. Canadians today are at the mercy of importers when 
buying sugar and nobody needs to be told about the high 
price of sugar. 


The same thing could happen to the beef industry in five 
or 10 years unless a solution can be found.

It’s been four. months since the provincial 
Conservative government brought in their 
speculative land tax. It's interesting to see 
what the results have been. The intention 
of the act was to produce more housing at’ 
lower cost but the result is proving 


_ somewhat different. There was an initial 


immediate five per cent drop in the value of 
homes as some speculators panicked but 
prices have again begun to climb, more 
serious, it is rapidly becoming apparent 
that we are going to have a housing and 
apartment shortage that is going to make 
last. year’s crunch look like nothing. 
There are two reasons for this. The first is 
that it is no longer profitable to build 


apartments for re-sale in Ontario because: 


they ‘must be held tor 10 years in: order to 
avoid the tax...This has resulted in many 
apartment builders leaVing the province. 

Equally important, the government sew. fit 


to exempt primary residences from this 


tax, just as the federal government has 
exempted these residences from the capital 
gains tax. The public is rapidly becoming 
aware that the only investment that can be 
made in Canada today on which the profit 
will not be grabbed by government is your 
own home and as more and more people 
realize this, there will be an increasing 
rush by individuals to buy their own 
homes, By the end of 1975 it could result in 
housing prices being some 35 to 40 per cent 
higher than at present.

This 
means that if some powerful friend of the 
government phones the minister and says 
“it is very inconvenient for me to pay my 
taxes this year’’;\the minister has the 
power to exempt him and because of the 
secrecy provisions written into the act no 
one will ever know about it.

It also represents the 
point at which gas econ- 
omy begins to drop.
